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AT FIRST MENTION OF HOUSE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE, THE 
POLES WILL GULP, WIND THEIR WATCHES, AND STARE AT THE 
FLOOR. ON REFLECTION, HOWEVER, THEY WOULD PROBABLY WELCOME 
THIS CODEL, ESPECIALLY IF IT ARRIVES IN WARSAW FROM MOSCOW. 

WE CAN COUNT ON FORMER AMBASSADOR TRAMPCZYNSKI AND WIEJACZ 
TO POINT OUT THE ADVANTAGES OF THIS VISIT TO ANY DOUBTERS 
ON THE POLISH SIDE. I AM NOT SURE ABOUT MEETINGS WITH THE POLISH 
MILITARY, BUT I AM CONFIDNENT THAT THE CODEL WOULD BE 
RECEIVED BY HIGH-LEVEL POLISH OFFICIALS. THIS IS IUST AS WELL, 

SINCE YOU WILL NO DOUBT AGREE THAT THE POLISH 

GENERALS HAVE LESS INFLUENCE ON POLICY THAN THEIR COUNTERPARTS 
IN THE KREMLIN. IN SUM, I AGREE THAT THE POLES MIGHT BE INITIALLY 
UNEASY ABOUT RECEIVING THIS CODEL, BUT I THINK THEY WOULD 
END UP BY WELCOMING IT. INCIDENTALLY, I AM FAIRLY SURE AMBASSADOR 
SCHAUFELE WILL HAVE PRESENTED HIS CREDENTIALS BY MARCH 30.
